he stopped, and, with head cunningly 
askance, listened to his rivals pertor 
mance; paying the most jealous at 
tention, and, meanwhile, revolving 
some new felicity of hisown. Eu 
time he slightly varied the cadence, 
winding up with a piquant little 
crotchet, as who should say, Can't 
you outdo that, [ wonder?” The 
duel more animated with every 
bout. until the performers, forgetting 
the etiquette ot competition, sung the 
“rests,” ineftectually trying to put 
each other out. A third voice could 
then be distinguished. —probably that 
of the moderator, or judge, who held 
the wager.

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DISHONEST DOINGS. 


A San Francisco Collector Fliers From 
the Wrath to Come, aad Works Rea», 
Carson and Virginia. 


The San Francisco Chronicle of ye. 
terday says: : 

The disappearsnce of M. P. Burn- 
ham «f the San Francisco Farmer and 
Dealer was noted on Sanday. It is 
now learned through a letter from him 
to the posteftice that he is in Reno, 
Nev.; and it has been further ascer- 
txined ty Mr. Ayers, proprietor of the 
Farmer and Dealer, that Buruham is a 
defantier tor a considerable amount 
s1y $1.000 or $1,200. He was engaged 
a3 a selicitor of advertisements and a 
cullector. Lately he had reported 
that it was nearly impossible to make 
collections, and turned in his stamprd 
hills in verification of his statemeuts. 
On Friday last Mr. Ayers to 
go over the account with him. The 
next morning Burnham had disap- 
benred. Inquiry shows that he had 
been in the habit of making duplicate 
bills, giving unstamped receipts for 
payments, returning the stamped bills 
with the — that they could not 
he collected, and pocke'ing the money. 
In some cases even Burnham antici- 
pated the day of collection and dis- 
counted the bills, and when the time 
of payment came, imposed upon his 
credulous employer by imploring him 
not to press matters, or the presumed 
debtors would withdraw their patron- 
ave. In this manner he embezzled a 
large mou 055 Before leaving he 
burned in a stove a number of papers, 
supposed to be duplicate bills. Some 
weeks ago Burnham sent his wife to 
Oregon, and since then has been con 
nubiating with another woman, who is 
supposed to have accumpanied him oo 
vis travels. Mr. Ayers has not yet 
decided upon what steps to take in the 
matter, being deterred from asking 
for Burnham's arrest and extradition 
by the expense, for which he has no 
hope of reimbursement. 


On Tursday Mr. Ayers telegraphed 
to Postmaster Jamison that Burnham 
was a defaulter and en.bezzler in San 
Francisco. He also telegraphed the 
GazETTE not to publish, and it was 
naturally supposed that the fugitive 
would be sent for. The man was 
here under the name of Watson and 
-topped with his lady love at the 
Golden Egle. He received a pack- 
age of books from Bancroft & Co. ad- 
dressed to M. P. Watson, and inquired 
at the Postoflice for C. S. Fisher, M. 
P. Burnham and Mr. Flummer. He 
was a book agent by profession while 
in Reno, and this morning departed 
for Carson and Virgivia, This morn- 
ing the Gazetre received the follow- 
ing letter from Mr. Ayers, who is 
known in Reno and is reliable:
